In this place there was alle 
a widow woman whoſe name was Per- 
who had two tons; Maſter Harri- 
on looking upon the woman as an ho- 
neſt pcoz woman, rok one of her Bons 
from ber, and bzought Him up at length 
to become ene of bis Houſhold Ser- 
bants. This Boy being grown up te 
be a luſtp Fellow, obſerbing his Pa- 
fter oftentimes to bzjing bome great 
ſums of money which be receibed foz 
rent, being Steward to the Lady afvze- 
ſaid: what doth this wicked fellow do 
but p:efentlp fell to contribe how be 
might become Maſter of ſome af thoſe 
ſums of money which de obſerbed his 

Maſter ſo: often to being home. 
It was not long but this fellow with 
bis mother (who as it now appears was 
a Mitch) wich his ober B:other did 
determine to ſet upon this Gentleman, 
as he ſhould come along upon the road 
to his habitation to take what money 
be bad from him , and there was anop- 
poztunity fell out ſo that they had an 
occaſton to put their wicked determina-

The Gentleman was coming home, and 
being not manp miles from his intended 
journeys end, this Wrdow Perry and 
her two ſons met Pr. Harriſon, who 
tbep no ſooner eſpied, but they knockt 
him down and robbed him, andeaſt him 
into a pit whereout they digged ſtones, 
Me did not long remain there, es you 
will hear by the ſequel , But Mr. Har- 
riſon not coming home accozding to his 
uſual cuſtom, his Mile and Family 
were much troubled at it: Great ſearch 
after ſome few days were made fo 
bim, but all to little purpoſe, foz there 
Was no tidings ef bim, but ebery one 
concluded that he was murthered 1pon 
the rade. It was not long: beſoze the 
1.029 had brought to light: this ſtrange 
derident; foe this widow Perry and ber 
two Sons were ſuſpectedof the robbery, 
and they were all tete fozthwith appꝛe⸗ 
hended, and at the fAfſizes at Gloceſter 
about two pears nee, thep were ar- 
raigned, condemned and executed foz 
the ſuppoſed murther of Maſter Harri- 


ſon. 
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The place of their: execution wagon 
Broadway hills in the fight of Cambden 
where a Gibbet was erected; the mo- 
ther and one of her Sens were banged 
and buried under the Gibbet, the 
other Son, who was Servant to Pr, 
Harriſon was banged in chains. on 
the Gibbet, where part of him remains 
to be ſten at this dap. 

At the time ok their Execution they 
would not confeſs what they had done 
with Maſter Harriſon; but ſaid that be 
was not dead, but ere feben pears 
were half over they ſhould ſe Maſter 
Harriſon again.

came dy a Tur kiſh fbip which took him 
in, and bzought him tu Turky, and 
there fold him. Pis'Paſterchar bought 
dim was by pzofeEfion a Chyrurgeon , 
wie pgked bis new bought Servant 
what he could do, he anſwered bis Wa- 
fter that then was, that he had still in 
Gardening and could diſtel Pearbs, in 
which emplopment he was entertained 
in; and he fo wefl behaved himtelf 
that he gained u great deal of tobe from 
bis Waſter during bis life. 

Ye bad not lived there abobe two 
years ez thereabouts, but it pleaſed | 
God bis Walter dyed, twwho out of the rr. 
epert He did bear to Poſter Harriſon , 
bis Serbant , be gabe him a peice ok 
plate , and dade him make uſe thereo'k
